Churches within that time. Stamp 
us out? Why, we are growing strong- 
er under the persecution this Govern- 
ment has inaugurated against us. We 
make no fuss about our increase 
and progress, but there are more 
Mormons in the United States to-da 
than ever before. We have a — 
over in Williamsburg where services 
are regularly held, and not a month

land. We are working right at the 
doors of your churches, taking your 
poverty-stricken and negl ones 
and finding good homes for them 
among our wea in the territories. 
Ask any of these women here—wives 
or if they regret coming, and 
see what they will answer you.

mother, dandling her baby in 
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her arms, told how glad she was to 
get away from the slums of Manches- 
ter, where she and John had struggled 
almost hopelessly to make a living for 
their three children. Did she imagine 
John would seek another wife in the 
west! No—but if they got a farm 
and another women could help her 
she might not object, though he had 
told her before leaving home that no 
one would ever come between him 
and her. The same hopeful tale was 
on the lips of others, and it was clear 
that the change from the crowded, 
poverty-stricken homes of Europe to 
the fair fields that had been proclaim- 
ed to them as awaiting their coming 
in the West, was of more interest to 
them than any consideration of the 
disturbance that might take place in 
their family relations. 

“Listen to me,” said James E. Hart, 
who is one of the Mormon agents at 
this port, “and I will give you some 
idea of what law breakers we Mor- 
mons are, The papers won’t publish 
our side of the story and so we are 
not often heard from in our own de- 
fense. In Salt Lake City there were, 
in 1 26,000 people, of whom 21,800 
were Mormons and 5,200 belonging to 
other creeds or to none. In that 
there were 1,276 arrests for various 
crimes. The non-Mormons furnished 
1,180 of these law-breakers and the 
Mormons just 96. There are 
fifty saloons in the place all run by 
men who are not of our faith—not a 
single tap-room is owned by one of us, 
for no Mormon is allowed by his re- 
ligion to make his living by sellin 
liquor. The gambling houses 
other disreputable resorts of Salt Lake 
City are owned and maintained by 
the Gentile population, and they are 
the men who are filling the Eastern 
newspapers with daily cries for the 
suppression of our faith.”

| (Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 
The cheese industry of Bear Lake County is increasing. $45,000 (£9,000) 
worth of this staple article has been produced this last season. 
John and Heber Colemere, brothers, of Kaysville, Davis County, Utah, 
raised, the past season, on eleven acres of bottom land, 101 bushels of plump 


club barley to the acre, which is said to be an extraordinary good yield per 
acre of that kind of grain. 


A. T. Stewart, Esq., president of the Utah Stock Grower's Association, 
speaks in glowing terms of the success which had attended their efforts to 
make a display of the live stock in the stock fair for Utah County, which 
closed on the 3lst of Oct. A splendid showing was made and a marked im- 
petus to the stock industry is the sure result. 


Two specimens of natural clay, burnt, from Pelican Point, Utah Lake, anda 
natural brick adobe and pipe clay from the same place, were presented to the 
Chamber of Commerce, on the 5th of November, by Professor O. Cederstrom. 
And a piece of brown pottery, of an apparently durable character and pro- 
perly glazed, manufactured by B. Blake, of the First Ward, was also added to 
the Chamber’s museum. 


It would seem that the prosecution, or more properly speaking, persecution 
of the brethren for living with their wives is being very actively pushed at 
present in Idaho. On the 2nd of November the case of Bishop Budge, late 
President of the European Mission, came up and the defendant’s demurrer to 
the indictment argued, but the Court over-ruled all the points presented, so 
the indictment was approved, but Brother Budge pleaded not guilty. Six 
other brethren against whom indictments were found entercd a plea of 
“ guilty,” and will suffer the penalty of the law rather than cast off those 
whom God has given them. 


In the suits against the Church for possession of all property exceeding 
$50,000, it has been decided by the Supreme Court of the Territory that a 
Receiver should be appointed. A Receiver is a man appointed by the Court 
to take possession of property, the ownership of which is in dispute until the 
party entitled to it is legally determined. This is to prevent the party who 
may happen to have possession of the property at the commencement of the 
litigation from wasting or destroying it. The Receiver is of course put under 
bonds to ensure the faithful performance of his duties. In this case, after a 
consultation between the prosecution and the defense, it was agreed to pre- 
sent the name of Frank H. Dyer, the present U. S. Marshal of the Territory 
for the approval of the Court. The majority of the judges accepted Marshal 
Dyer, though Judge Zane dissented. He was also suggested and accepted for 
Receiver in the suit against the Perpetual Emigration Fund Company in the 
same manner. In the first instance the bonds were fixed at $250,000 and in 
the latter at $50,000. An effort was made to bring in Messrs, Winder 
Preston and Burton as parties to these suits, but with what results we have 
not yet learned.

A LOVER OF FAIR PLAY. 


Ir is seldom in this age when priest and people, politician and lawyer, trades- 
man and laborer bow at the shrine of popularity, to find anyone who will 
speak in defense of an unpopular person or cause. Yet occasionally men are 
found whose nobleness of nature rises above the natural dread of the con- 
demnation of their fellows. Such a man is Mr. J. W. Cripps, residing in 
Rotherhithe, London, who on the evening of November 2nd at the Town 
Hall, Bermondsey, London, volunteered to act as chairman of the meeting at 
which Elder B. H. Roberts went upon the wicked apostate Jarman’s plat- 
form, and proposed to prove his infamous statements false. Mr. Cripps, it 
seems, was fearful that Elder Roberts would not be listened to; but in order 
that his chances for a fair hearing might be improved, Mr. Cripps, when the 
opportunity for doing so was presented, volunteered to act as chairman, and 
used his best endeavors to check the outrageous personal attacks upon Elder 
Roberts, and pleaded with the audience to give him a fair hearing when he 
came to speak. He referred to the apostate's having called Elder Roberts a 
“latter-day devil,” but he claimed that even the devil should have a chance 
to be fairly heard. 

One of Jarman’s lieutenants spoke in an undertone to the chairman, and 
asked him if he wasa Mormon. “No sir,” answered the chairman. “ Well, 
it looks damnably like it,” replied the lieutenant. “I am not a Mormon, 
however,” said the chairman, “ but I know what common fairness is between 
man and man, and that is all I want.” 

The next day Elder Roberts received the following letter from Mr. Oripps, 
which explains itself:

The result ‘of last nicht's 
debate confirmed my first impression of Mr. Jarman’s character, and I half made up my 
mind to go on Sunday morning, and in the event of his giving the opportunity for dis- 
cussion, I should like to be in a position to take some advantage of it. As the friend you 
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had with you offered to supply me with some of your literature, if I would apply for it, 
if it would not be asking too much, I should like him to lend me the sermons from which 
Mr. Jarman made quotations. I should also like to know if he ever was a priest in your 
Church to your knowledge—if so, at what date did he leave it?’ 

I have no desire that you should think for a moment that I am at all inclined to 
believe in the doctrines of your Church. I am a lover of the truth, and to me it matters 
not where it is found, on Christian or on heathen ground.’ I ought to tell you that I 
saw you and Mr. Jarman for the first time on Monday night, and to my mind Mr. Jar- 
man did not act at all honest, therefore could not obtain the appreciation of honest men. 
If I may tell you my opinion, Mr. Jarman has belonged to your Church and aspired to 
something he never possessed the ability to obtain. 

Trusting you will pardon the liberty I thus take in addressing you, and believe me to 
be one who recognizes the value of truth and the sacredness of a promise.

To this letter Elder Roberts sent the following reply: 

11, Chichester Place, Paddington, London, Nov. 4, 1887. 
Mr. J. W. Cripps: 

Dear Sir,—Your note of yesterday was received this afternoon, and believe 
me when I tell you, it gave me great joy to hear from you. All day I had 
been lamenting that I had failed to obtain your address, in order that I 
might properly thank you for your manly fairness in contending before a 
deeply prejudiced audience and hate-blinded, disorderly, not to say vicious, 
rabble for my right to be heard without interruption, and only for my people 
and myself to be condemned when proven guilty. 

It has been my lot to pace much this weary mortal round,“ and as a re- 
presentative of an unpopular faith and people which, like the ancient Chris- 
tians, “are everywhere spoken against,” opposition is the one thing looked 
for. And though sensative by nature, experience has taught me to endure 
with patience the covert slights, the sneers, ridicule and scorn of my fellow 
men, and to stand unmoved by the abuse or threats of a rabble, or the hate- 
born fury of excited mobs. Seldom indeed have I heard a voice from among 
the angry populace demanding for me a patient hearing and common fairness. 
Therefore when you spoke out so bravely before that whole assembly, and 
pleaded for my rights as a man to be heard in my denial of the serious 
charges brought against myself and people, I must leave you to judge, sir, 
how my heart was filled with gratitude to you, for words fail me in expres- 
sing it. 

You say that you have no desire that I should think for a moment that 
you are at all inclined to believe in the doctrines of our Church. Having 
every reason to believe you to be a man of intelligence as well as an honest 
one, I could scarcely hope that you had such an inclination on so slight and 
imperfect representation of our people and their faith as you have heard. 
Inclination to believe in what the world calls “ Mormonism” is fixed in the 
intelligent mind only after thorough investigation, and careful consideration 
of all the vonsequeénces involved in accepting that faith. It is not therefore 
as & prospective convert that I address you, or express my appreciation of 
your maoly conduct as chairman of the meeting at the Town Hall. There is 
nothing in my religion that requires me to believe that all the virtue, honesty 
or intelligence of the world is included within the confines of our Church; 
and I have always been taught to recognize and admire those qualities wher- 
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ever they may be found, and should not fail to appreciate them even in an 

At the same time I must tell you that according to my way of thinking, 
the very greatest blessing that could overtake you in this life would be the 
conviction of the truth of what the world calls “ Mormonism,” but which in 
reality is the power of God unto salvation to those who believe and obey its 
teachings—the Gospel of the Son of God. But if after investigation con- 
victions does not follow, still let us be friends and brethren, standing upon 
the broader plain than that circumscribed by the lines of Church fellowship 
—the universal brotherhood of man!—ever remembering that there are eter- 
nities before us through which we may labor to come to a knowledge of the 
fullness of truth; and they who first plant their feet upon the ladder leading 
directly to that truth ought not to depreciate or turn away from those who 
will yet follow them. 

By the hand of a friend, and fellow-laborer, Mr. James J. Chandler, I this 
day send you some books as per your request. Unfortunately I have with 
me but one volume of the JouRNAL oF DiscouRssEs, as my books are at 
Liverpool, which is my field of labor at present. I send you a Star, how- 
ever, with an article marked in it—“ A Dishonest Opponent,” which will 
show you the dishonest methods of Mr. Jarman in quoting from our works in 
support of his infamous misrepresentations. Relative to these sermons I 
must tell you they represent the individual views of the speakers, and the 
Church is not responsible for their teachings. Our authorized Church works 
are the Bible, Book of Mormon, Doctrine and Covenants, and the Pearl of 
Great Price. In the Church very wide latitude is given to individual belief 
and opinion, each man being responsible for his views and not the Church; 
the Church is only responsible for that which she sanctions and approves 
through the formal actions of her councils. So it may be that errors will be 
found in the sermons of men, and that in their over zeal unwise expressions 
will escape them, for all of which the Church is not responsible. 

The JoURNAL OF DiscouURsEs and the copy of Sinners and Saints I send 
you, I am sorry to say I shall have to send for the early part of next week. 
I send you “ The Key to Theology,” which I regard as one of the very best 
expositions of our faith, and ask you to accept it from me as a present—as a 
token of regard for your treatment of me when a stranger, despised and 
hated by a multitude. I also present you the Voice of Warning.” 

I think it is likely that Mr. Jarman has been a high priest in our Church, 
and was disfellowshiped for his wickedness, but how many years since I do 
not now remember. Enclosed please find a copy of a letter from the lady 
who was formerly his wife, which she sent to the editor of the Barnsley In- 
dependent, Lancashire, England. It will give you what I believe to be a true 
account of this man’s life, but I detest crimination and recrimination, and 
therefore have never alluded to this letter in my controversy with Jarman. 

That we have rites and ceremonies, ordinances and endowments, sealings 
and blessings administered in our Temples which are not made public, and 
which are the peculiar trust of those receiving them, is true; but the ungodly 
filth and indecency ascribed to these administrations by Mr. Jarman does not 
exist, nor could it be conceived but by a mind wholly depraved. Nor is there 
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anything pertaining to those ceremonies that would call to the cheek of 
Modesty herself the faintest indication of a blush. 

Now, sir, I must wish you good-bye for the present. I pray that God will 
abundantly bless you, and since you are a lover of truth, may your soul be 
filled with it. And as you are indifferent as to where you find it, I give you 
a cordial invitation to investigate Mormonism” so called, and I am sure you 
will find it a rich field yielding an abundance of that which you are seeking, 
and which I am sure you love Truth /

Our Emicration.—In this weeks Star we publish a very interesting 
letter from Elder Joseph S. Wells, who had the charge of the sixth company 
of Saints going Zionward. We also publish a report from the New York 
Graphic, which says: “ A cleaner, neater and more comfortable looking set of 
immigrants than these Mormons were seldom enters our port.” This arises 
from the fact that they are a people who dare to think for themselves; they 
are the intelligent of the producing or working classes, who have been con- 
verted to the Gospel of the Son of God which He has restored to the earth. 
It is a gathering dispensation, and all who obey the Gospel to-day have the 
spirit of gathering. There is no temporal inducement held out. The Saints 
pay their own emigration, or they are sent for by their friends who advance 
them the means on their importuning and promising to refund. The Church 
—or thé people, for it is the people who are the “ body of Christ—has never 
encouraged pauperism, we do not believe in it. 

The world cannot understand The Mormon Problem.” They * 
realize that God is the same to-day, yesterday and forever, and that when He 
works, He has a people unto whom He reveals His mind and will. They do 
not understand the operations of the Holy Ghost or its effects, and conse- 
quently are very much bothered to understand the Latter-day Saints, and 
consider them under the dominion of priestcraft, or that inducements of a 
temporal nature are held out to capture converts. 

When the Gospel was first introduced into Switzerland, and the Elders 
made the acquaintance of the people, they found them an intense home-loving 
people, and in course of conversation asked them if they would like to go to 
America. They answered very warmly—‘ certainly not,” no inducement 
could be offered them. In course of time some of the same parties obeyed the 
Gospel and were quite earnest in their desire to gather to Zion. Not to go 
to America to better their condition, but to more fully learn the ways of the 
Lord and to walk in His paths. Again, when the emigration passed through St. 
Louis and the West was being developed, and there was a demand for good, 
live immigrants, there were members of the Church who had every induce- 
ment of a temporal nature held out, but refused them in order to gather to 
the mountains where everything was so forbidding, but where the foundation 
was being laid—amid many difficulties—of the glorious settlements that now 
grace the Rocky Mountains. The Saints are of one spirit—they have the one 


Lord, one faith, one hope of their calling, and they worship the “one God 
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and Father of all,” who communicates His mind and will to them, and this is 
why they gather. The Lord has said, “Come ont of her (Babylon) my peo- 
ple,” and His people are gathering under His divine blessing. 

In all the reports we have had from this year’s emigration, there has been 
praise and thanksgiving to God for all His care and tender mercies. We 
have been highly favored this year in our emigration, which has been very 
successful, and for which we are very grateful to our heavenly Father. The 
Guion Company, whose steamships have carried our people across the ocean, 
have secured many eulogies from the companies of Saints emigrating for the 
uniform kindness, care and cunsideration they have received at the hands of 
George Ramsden, Esq., their agent, and the officers of their excellent line of 
steamships. It would be impossible for emigrants to be treated with greater 
consideration, and they have freely expressed verbally and in writing to the 
captains and officers their appreciation of the treatment received. Mr. 
Gibson, of the New York office, also comes in for his share of praise for cour- 
tesies extended. 

Our own agent, Elder Jas. H. Hart, has been very energetic and careful for 
the comfort and convenience of the Sdints on their overland journey, and 
everything has worked like a charm and given every satisfaction, as the 
Saints will see from the letters received.

Brother Kelson reports that the Saints at Stocton are feeling much better 
since two dead branches were cut off. Several of the Saints are beginning to 
pay their tithing. The President of the Branch set the example and the 
Saints are following it. The Elders in that Conference are reported to be 
energetic and are enjoying their labors. 


Extpgr Levi Naylor, lately appointed President of the Norwich Conference 
writes us under date of Nov. 2ist. He reports Elder Kingston as laboring 
diligently in and around Peterboro, with prospects more encouraging than 
they have been in the past, and the faith of Elder Kingston is that the Lord 
will accomplish much good in that part through his labors.

It took us from 10 a.m. until about

THE UTAH COMMISSION. 


— — 


Tux Denver Republican, a paper cer- 
tainly opposed to the litical views 
held — majority of the people of 
Utah, the hardihood and tenacity 
to frankly express itself in the folluw- 
ing manner: 


The Utah Commission is divided | M 


in its report to the Secretary of the 
Interior on the condition of affairs in 
Utah, and the effect of the Edmunds 
law in that Territory. It is greatly 
to the credit of the minority of this 
Commission that they dissent, since 
the report of the majority contained 
a discussion of theological questions. 
There also was appended to the ma- 
jority report a report of the proceed- 
ings of a Presbyterian Synod on the 
Utah Statehood question, as though 
a Presbyterian or any other sort of 
synod had, as such, a —— to express 
an opinion on a politi question. 

The minority report says: While 
concurring in part with the majority 
report of our associates, we dissent 
from it particularly as regards the 
general animus and propriety of in- 
troducing theological discussions into 
secular documents.’ Every liberal 
minded man and woman must 18 
with the Commissioners in this. The 
introduction of theological discussions 
into secular documents like the report 
of the Utah Commission should be 
prohibited. 

The time is come when a little en- 
lightenment should be exhibited in 
legislating on the Mormon question. 
Passion and prejudice and bigotry 
have heretofore held full sway; and 
to say that the Mormons ought to be 
dealt with justly has been as much 
almost as a man’s personal safety was 
worth. We have no love for the Mor- 


mons as a people, and still less for 
their all religion. But we have 
a great deal of respect for the Con- 


stitution of the United States; and 
we therefore say that the personal 
liberty and the property rights of a 
ormon are as sacred as the personal 
liberty and property rights of a 
Christian. It is because this truth 
has been neglected that the Mormon 
legislation has in so many particulars 
gone astray. 

The minority of the Utah Com- 
mission, appreciating this, say in their 
report: ‘Now, while the great mass 
of the Mormon people are making an 
effort for the abandonment of . 
amy, we are asked to recommend fur- 
ther legislation of a hostile and ag- 
gressive character, almost if not en- 
tirely destructive of local self-govern- 
ment, thereby inflicting punishment 
upon the innocent as well as the 
guilty. This we decline to do.’ 

The evil in the kind of legislation 
objected to 1 the Commission is the 
tendency to destroy local self-govern - 
ment. ithout what we in America 
call local self-government, or what in 
Great Britain and Ireland is known 
as home rule, there can be no assu- 
rance of liberty in the citizen. With- 
out such liberty there can be no 
healthful political growth. It would 
be folly to blind our eyes to this truth. 
It is not a question of whether polyg- 
amy is or is not right. It is a ques- 


tion of whether American citizens 


shall govern themselves, or whether 
they Shall be arbitrarily ruled by a 
distant power over the actions of 
which they have not even a partial 
control.“
